The  R*:  Honble :  Compa:  haveing  long  since  Ordered  the  withdrawing  of 
Metchlepatani  Factory,  and  Maddapollam  Factory  in  Order  to  the  better  resettlem* : 
when  occasion  shall  serve  there  has  notwithstanding  remained  in  each  Factory 
sev11 :  Goods  &  household  stuffs,  and  a  considerable  yearly  charge  of  Serv'8 :  wages 
and  reperation  has  been  continued  contrary  to  their  order  and  it  being  not  thought 
expedient  to  make  any  present  settlement  at  either  of  those  Factorys  at  least 
untill  the  Mogulls  own  Phirmaund  be  obtained,  we  have  therefore  thought  fitt  to 
write  Letters  to  the  Bramine  &  Dubash  att  each  Factory  (copy  whereof  comes 
inclosed)  ordering  them  to  send  hither  forthwith  by  hired  boats  all  the  Goods  and 
household  stuff  belonging  to  the  R* :  Honble :  Compa  :  whereof  Mr.  Brough  has  left 
a  List  w*h  :  you  in  wch  :  wee  observe  there  is  a  good  quantity  of  Brimstone  wch : 
take  care  to  send,  wee  desire  you  to  lett  ym  :  have  a  Copy  of  .said  list  for  their 
directions  and  furnish  ym  :  wth :  w1  :  money  shall  bee  requisite  for  Paynr  :  of  Cooley 
and  boat  hire  out  of  ye :  money  left  in  your  hands  by  Mr.  Brough  wch :  by  the 
ballance  of  his  Acco* :  delivered  in,  is  Pagoda :  109  :  34 :  Fanams. 

Wee  have  written  to  Sanco  Narso  about  ye :  difference  in  Accots :  between  you 
and  him  as  you  will  perceive  by  ye :  inclosed  Copy  wch :  wee  hope  will  prevent  his 
Giveing  you  any  trouble  wth  :  ye :  Countrey  Governi* :  And  wee  doe  hereby  requier 
you,  as  you  Expect  any  favour  protection  from  the  R* :  Honble :  Compa  :  y* :  by  the 
first  oppertunity  you  repair  hither  wth  ;  yr  f  family,  for  while  the  Goverm* :  of  those 
parts  continues  so  .unsetled  it  will  not  be  safe  for  you  to  continue1  there,  and  If 
you  shall  by  your  non  observance  of  our  Order  bring  yor :  selfe  &  Family  into  any 
trouble,  you  cannot  reasonably  expect  any  assistance  from  us. 

Mr.  Brough  gives  us  an  Acco* :  y* :  there  is  due  for  rent  at  Metchlepatam  as 
Follows  viz* :  To  Burze  Meo  fpr  4  years  7  months  end  :  25th  Febry:  1691  at  12 
Pagds :  per  month,  55  :  To  Mustapha  for  4  years  8  months  end  :  29th  :  Febry  : 
1691-2  at  Pagds :  3  per  month  :  14  :  00  :  To  Mahomud  Husseh  5  years  4  months 
ending  29th  :  Febry  :  1691-2  :  Pagods:  15  :  [f  ]mens  :  80  :  00  :  and  y* :  he  has  cleared 
the  debt  of  Pagds :  80  :  to  Mahomud  Hussen  for  halfe  and  y* :  ye :  rent  due  to  ye : 
other  two  is  to  he  cleared  after  the  same  manner  wch :  wee  desire  you  to  doe 
accordingly,  and  ye:  remainder  of  the  R* :  Honble :  Compas:  Cash  If  any  be  left, 
send  to  us  by  ye :  first  oppertunity,  There  being  no  occasion  for  any  further 
charges  either  of  reperation  or  "Wages  at  either  of  ye :  Factorys  for  the  Present. 
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The  matter  herein  recommended  to  you  is  of  rioe  small  importance  &  deserves 
Oood  consideration  &ca :  prudent  managem* :  both  in  the  begining  of  ye :  Goods 
&o&:  of  the  R* :  Honble :  Compa  :  and  yor  :selfe  and  family. 

If  you  find  tbe  Goverm' :  either  at  Metchlepatam  or  Maddapollam  oppose 
make  no  disturbance  but  only  cause  a  List  to  be  written  of  the  things  in  the 
Factory  and  Lett  y* :  wth  :  ye :  Key  of  ye :  Factory  to  be  left  w'h  :  ye :  Govr :  and  as 
to  yor :  own  removeall  you  must  give  those  Persons  Good  words  wth  :  whome  you 
have  a  difference  in  Accots :  to  perswade  ym :  rather  to  deferr  the  determination  of 
yor :  Accots :  to  us,  then  to  the  Countrey  Goverm* :  there,  who  will  abuse  you 
both,  &  wee  urge  this  necessary  caution  to  yon  because  wee  would  very  willingly 
prevent  those  mischiefs  wch :  may  probably  happen  to  you,  if  either  the  good 
likeing  you  may  have  of  ye :  place  or  any  other  consideration  whatsoever  should 
prevaile  wth  :  you  to  continue  there  against  our  Expresse  Ordr  :  wch:  will  pat  it 
out  of  our  Power  to  doe  you  any  kindnesse,  If  you  should  thereby  bring  yor:  selfe 
into  any  future  trouble. 

lfye:  Goverm*:  will  not  permittye:  Carrying  of  ofye:  Goods  &ca :  from

Blackwall  Concerning  woh  :  wee  heard  some  doubtfull  reports.  &  ye :  Passage  by 
land  uncertain,  you  must  loose  no  oppertunitys  of  Drawing  bills  upon  us  till  you 
are  furnished  wth :  Enough  to  comply  wth  :  yor :  contracts  but  draw  no  more  than 
necessary. 

Wee  want  ye :  Copy  of  yor :  Paymasters  Accots :  concerning  woh :  you  write 
y* :  you  want  assistants  to  Copy  ym  :  If  your  meaning  be  y* :  they  Cannot  be 
Copyed  till  more  Assistants  come  to  you  from  hence,  lett  us  know  it,  y* :  wee  may 
noe  Longer  depend  upon  ym  :  in  vain. 

If  you  have  a  markett  for  the  Allum  sell  it  a<»  well  as  you  can,  wee  haveing 
more  here  then  wee  can  dispose  of  ;  Pagds :  27  :  per  halfe  peeice  Broad  cloth  is  a 
better  price  then  wee  can  gett  here,  for  damaged  broad  Cloth,  and  If  you  can  sell 
y* :  9  peeices  at  an  Abatement  proportionable  to  the  damage  lett  itt  Goe,  wee  have 
none  to  send  you  neither  good  nor  damaged. 

The  5  Fanams  sent  us  is  under  Assay  whereof  wee  shall  advise  you  the 
report,  continue  you  to  send  us  5  monthly  If  you  write. 

Wee  have  recd :  the  4  percills  of  Musters  of  Blue  Cloth,  repair  yor :  Cuddalore 
Fortification  so  far  as  is  necessary  especially  ye :  Northermost  point,  wch :  Mr. 
Hatsell  informs  us  was  designed  before  he  came,  and  as  soon  as  you  have  gott  a 
stock  of  bricks,  &  Chinam  enough,  goe  on  wth :  ye :  reperation  of  yor :  curtain 
upon  ye :  old  foundation  &  hasten  it  wth :  all  Expedition. 

By  every  Gen"  :  Letter  give  us  an  Acco' :  (as  you  have  done  in  yors :  of  ye : 
13th:  past)  of  ye  Quantity  of  Cloth  mesured  Embaled  &  at  whitening  to  wch :  add 
an  acco* :  of  y6 :  quantity  turned  out  as  short  cloth.  And  wee  strictly  require  yb : 
you  take  care  yfc :  none  of  ye:  Cloth  wBh  :  is  turned  out  be  disposed  of  to  any  but 
ye :  Compa :  &  it  is  high  time  to  begin  (if  you  have  not  already)  to  take  it  in  for 
ye :  R* :  Honble :  Comp88 :  use  at  such  abatements  for  ye :  shortnesse  &  badness 
as  may  discourage  ye :  Merch*8 :  from  bringing  in  Cloth  below  muster.

I  enjoy  good  health  and  am  glad  to  hear  of  yorB :  I  received  yor :  Lett1" :  by 
•wch :  I  understand  ye :  Honr :  woh :  His  Excellcy :  Arsamanaigue  has  Confered  on 
you  in  the  Goverm* :  of  Pullamulle,  wee  are  become  neighbours  &  therefore  should 
be  friends,  and  as  you  write  very  freindly  and  plainly  to  mee  to  I  will  give  you  a 
plain  answer  and  yf :  is  the. best  way  for  us  to  understand  one  another  ar4 :  and 
to  keep  f reindship  I  am  a  Merchant  that  trades  for  my  Masters,  and  drive  a  trade 
in  all  parts  of  India  with  all  sorts  of  Nations  indefferently  and  therefore  must  keep 
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peace  with  all  men  and  Give  sbrict  orders  to  my  Servants  that  noe  stranger  suffer 
any  abuse  in  my  Goverm* :  under  the  Colour  of  Merchts :  and  Buzarmen  I  under- 
stand there  have  come  severall  people  into  this  town  of  late  because  all  adjacent 
parts  are  troubled  with  Armyes  and  soldiers  sometimes  those  that  belong  to 
Arsuma  Hague  and  sometimes  those  that  belong  to  Kama  Eaja  and  when  they  are 
afraid  they  come  hither,  I  dont  know  nor  consider  who  they  are,  and  while  they

ye :  Covert  &  advice  of  a  bill  of  exchange  drawne  upon  us  which  Certainly  is  not 
to  be  suffer'dor  indured,  but  wee  hope  for  the  future  you  will  be  lesse  .Negligent 
&  not  Omitt  writeing  to  us  by  every  opportunity  ye :  state  of  your  Affairs  and 
not  when  one  ship  is  Comeing  send  us  word  you  will  write  by  the  next.    * 

2d:  Wee  are  glad  to  hear  you  are  in  peace  wth  :•  all  yor:  Neighbours  and 
desire  you  to  doe  your  utmost  Indeavors  to  Continue  it  wth:  them,  for  our 
K* :    Honbla :  Masters  Interest  there  is  not  warr,  unlesse  forced  thereto. 

3d :  Wee  have  laden  the  Maddapollam  with  Provisions  and  stores  from 
England  and  Bengali  w*h :  armes  and  Amunition  Treasure  &ca :  Amo.ts :  as  per 
invoice  and  bill  of  Ladeing  Pagods :  \lacuna]  and  allso  sent  upon  her  an  Bnsigne 
a  Serjant  &  12  soldiers,  and  Mr.  Willson  who  was  sent  out  to  be  Second  to  the 
Govr :  at  Bencoolen  whom©  wee  require  you  to  receive  accordingly  and 
Mr.  Butterfeild  is  to  returne  to  us  hither  by  ye :  1st  ship  if  Mr.  Fleetwood  and 
Mr.  Samuel  Wilson  shall  be  then  liveing,  Wee  have  allso  sent  Mr.  John  Vere  who 
came  out  a  writer  for  your  place,  and  because  wee  know  not  w** :  want  of  writers 
you  may  have,  and  knowing  how  hard  it  is  to  gett  any  out  of  England  wee  have 
entertained  Kobert  Henderson  and  David  Davis,  as  writers  haveing  taken  their 
owne  bonds  and  Comended  them  as  such  home,  who  you  may  make  use  of  till  our 
Masters  pleasure  is  known  concerning  them  and  they  have  given  security  in 
England  for  their  trust. 

4th:  Byye:  Invoice  you  will  see  wee  have  supplyed  you  wth :  19680  f  of 
Mexicoe  Dollars  for  to  buy  pepper  to  send  hither  the  Sampson  being  now  in 
Bengali  and  thought  cannot  be  laden  thence  in  March,  therefore  wee  have 
ordered  the  Agent  and  Councill  to  send  her  away  in  March  to  you  and  would 
have  you  when  she  arrives  w,h :  you  if  you  can  fill  her  upw":  pepper  to  the

6.  The  R' :  Honble :  Compa :  in  their  Generall  Letter  weh :  came  by 
ye :  Barkely  Castle  and  are  inclosed  herewith  doe  very  often  expresse  how 
much  the  Nations  Interest  as  well  as  their  own  is  Concerned  in  the  securing 
and  flourishing  of  your  settlem' :  and  wn :  a  value  they  put  upon  those  who 
serve  them  Faithfully  and  dilligently  therein,  The  Encomium  they  give  of 
Mr.  Bloome,  and  ye :  rewd :  intended  him  if  he  had  been  liveing,  may  bee  a 
just  Incouragem*:  to  yourselves,  besides  ye :  large  allowanc  and  priviledges 
woh :    are  indulged  to    you    above    others  of   their   servants  the    said   Generall 

^  Lettrs :  give  you  a  very  perticuler  directions  for  ye :  managem* :  of  their 
Irasinesse,  the  perusall  whereof  gives  us  Occasion  to  recommend  to  you  the 
Following  rules  &  proposealls. 

7.  Their  Hon":  &ca :  doe  take  notice  of  two  Errors  in  Mr.  Bloome 
viz* :  Engroseing  the  trade  to  himselfe  and  Setting  to  high  a  price  on  Coast 
Goods  wch  :  made  ye :  Natives  chuse  rather  to  carry  their  pepper  to  ye  Dutch, 
these  two  things  be  sure  to  observe  &  remidy  by  letting  all  persons  that  desire  it 
have  ww  :  liberty  of  trade  ye :  R* :  Honble  Compa :  have  allowed,  &  sett  not  above 
50  per  cent  Profit  on  Coast  Goods  wch :  being  duely  observed  must  needs  draw 
ye:  trade  of  pepper  more  to  you  &  lower  the  price  thereof,  &  wee  hope  noe 
private  interest  will  sett  up  against  this  Publique  Good.

of  the  place,  and  the  Commissary  hopes  you  will  so  effectually  performe  it  y* :  he 
may  find  nothing  at  his  Comeing  thither  to  add  to  itt. 

9.  By  the  Pearle  you  recd :  10  Maddagascar  slaves  by  ye :  Tonqueen 
Merch* :  100  &  by  ye :  Little  Josia  100,  a  great  Number  woh :  have  cost 
ye :  Company  a  •  great  Sum  &  yl  :  they  may  be  employ'd  &  Govrd :  to  ad- 
vantage, wee  recommend  to  you  the  Following  Rules  viz' :  The  Slaves  are  to  be 
constantly  employed  in  some  worke  or  other,  according  as  they  are  fitt  for  it  viz*: 

Some  under  Carpenters,  Bricklayers,  "Smiths,  Sawyers,  &ca :,  in  makeing 
Bricks  &  Chinam  In  carrying  Pepper  &ca  :  Goods,  &  in  ye :  Cookroom  to  keep 
ye :  Factory  and  Lodgeing  roomes  clean  &  sweet.  In  planting  and  gardening  y6  : 
ground  being  reported  so  fertile  as  to  bare  allmost  anything  wth  :  little  tillage,  for 
w°h :  purpose  certain  peices  of  Ground  to  be  lade  out  for  the  maintenance  of  ym  : 
selves  &  ye :  rest  of  the  slaves.  Cutting  or  draining  the  swamp  or  Moorish  ground 
-under  the  Fort  Hill. 

Twenty  or  thirty  as  soldiers,  but  to  be  kept  under  very  sevear  and  strict 
discipline  &  Comand,  &  never  to  have  armes  in  their  own  keeping  but  when  they 
are  in  Exercise  or  upon  duty. 

10.  Those  that  are  perverse,  surly  and  lazy  or  theivish  or  Comitt  any  other 
crime  to  be  punisht  wth  :  severity  but  without  cruelty,  But  those  that  are  dilligent 
willing  to  worke  or  doe  any  signall  service,  to  be  rewarded  wth  :  some  allowance 
of  Wages,  or  better  Cloths  or  Lodging  &ca :

wth :  the  Governor  &  in  the  morning  to  be  Lett  out  to  their  appoynted  worke. 

13.  A  discreet  man  to  be  appointed  wth  :  an  assistant  to  be  overseer  of  their 
Lodgeings,  Dyet,  worke,  &ca  :  who  is  to  take  a  list  of  their  names,  &  muster  ym  : 
dayley  at  their  severall  works  &  at  night  and  morning. 

i4.  If  any  of  ym  :  prove  troublesome  &  Quarrellsome  or  if  you  find  you  have 
to  many,  send  them  to  Fort  St  George,  (in  Irons  if  you  see  cause)  either  by  the 
-Compas :  or  private  shipping,  and  if  any  private  ship  refuses  to  take  ym  :  in  or  a 
Convenient  number,  for  two  Pagods :  a  head  you  furnishing  their  Provisions  and 
water  lett  ym  :  have  noe  Pepper,  not  trade  wth  :  you  nor  on  the  West  Coast  of 
Sumatra  and  advise  us  thereof. 

15.  Send  some  to  Indrapore,  but  not  to  many  for  the  Number  of  English 
there,  for  fear  of  mischiefe. 

16.  Buy  &  keep  in  store  as  much  Pepper  as  you  can  &  send  some  to  Fort 
-St.  George  by  every  ship  of  ye :  R4 :  HonblB :  C  :  wn :  you  have  store  enough 
for  the  dispatch  of  an  Europe  ship. 

17.  The  R4 :  Honb!e :  Compa :  doe  allow  y° :  private  ships  to  trade  in  pep- 
tper  &  to  buy  it  at  your  ports  paying  a  halfe  Penny  per  pound  towards  their 
Charges  Garrison  &ca  :  but  there  are  two  things  to  be  considered  1st :  y*  ■  you 
have  not  ye :  liberty  of  Gratifying  yor :  freinds  as  you  please  wth  :  Pepper  out  of 
ye :  Compas :  stores,  to  ye :  prejudice  of  their  own  occasions,  and  never  but  in

ship  wth:  ye :  Co mp*8  :•  stores  of  pepper  at  so  low  rate  as  y4:  ye :  Compa  :  should 
loose  their  charges  Merchandize  Wast  &  Interest  wch  :  they  may  very  well  allow 
.to  pay  (besides  ye :  halfe  Penny  per  pound)  for  the  Convenience  of  a  supply  & 
dispatch.

-convenient  &  of  sufficeint  defence  against  the  weather,  the  Ground  floor  to  be 
raised  3  or  4  foot  wth  :  Corall  rock  fitted  up  wth  :  sand  well  washed  &  dryed  & 
lay  a  floor  of  bricks  upon  it,  wth  :  Chinam  for  wee  have  heard  y' :  way  has  done

25.  The  R* :  Honble :  Compa:  have  of.t«n  recomended  the  Encouragem*:  of 
ye :  Chines  to  settle  at  Bencoolen  the  most  likely  Instrument  to  promote  Building 
planting  ManufactOris  and  trade  &■  If  any  q|  y^  :  are  come  among  you  lett  them 
have  Ground  to  build  on  and  that  their  Buildings  range  the  more  regularly  and 
all  stand  at  a  convenient  distance  from  ye :  Fort,  lay  out  the  streets  and  divisions 
by  Lines  and  greatify  them  in  all  their  reasonable  requests. 

26.  If  Hoggs  are  offensive  to  the  Malays  lett  them  be  kept  in  Compounds  to- 
prevent  their  runing  into  the  Malay  Town.

allmost  ready  to  Sail  wn :  ye :  Maddapollam  came  away  for  this  place  &  brings  w'h  : 
her  40  Ba[hars]  of  Pepper  &  one  Charles  Ryley  who  is  Sent  hither  for  misde[mean- 
ors]wth:  10  of  ye :  Compas:  Coffrees  to  Supply  ye :  place  of  Lascarrs  ;  wn:  she 
comes  she  will  hardly  be  fitt  for  any  farther  Service  wee  have  long  expected 
bat  have  not  heard  any  farther  Europe  news  from  Govr :  Pitt,  nor  by  any  other 
meanes. 

We  have  Sent  a  Duplicate  of  this  Lfe  one  to  Bengali  &  another  to  Vizaga- 
patam. 

The  Yorke  Fort  Gen11:  mentions  nothing  of  Cap1  :  Decrow  but  y* :  they  were 
forceed  to  [take]  Capt.  Howells  Pepper  to  gett  money  to  pay  him  for  ye :  slaves  and 
Mrs :  Butterfield  [Sayes]  y* :  hee  sailed  from  thence  in  January  last  for  Europe 
not  full  laden,  wee  are.
